Btveral Specie* of Fish Are Famed FOP 


Their L.e«ping Rowers. 


Jumping OB a menus of locomotion 


in shared by n variety of nnirniils of 
widely different classes. 
Kangaroos 


and jertxws among the mummala,. 
thrushes and robins among the birds, 
as well as such fntntlinr forms as 
frogs, cocUles. crickets and flens—all 
Illustrate this proneness to leap, most- 
ly as a means of Retting quickly over 
the ground, and even lions nnd tigers, 
which never spring in ordinary cir- 
cumstances, readily adopt tbis method^ 
of attacking their victims. 


A consider.ible number of Bshes are 


remarkable for their leaping powers, 
and several of these performers are on 
that account specially favored by an- 
glers, since by Jumping clear of the wa- 
ter in some cases many times In sue 
cession they tax the fisherman's skill 
rnbre severely than fishes less active 
and therefore give added zest to their 
capture.

"the conduct of the whole saloon business. 


In its wider scope this ehaiige in public -vntiment was ntanil'est- 


crl in the demand in many states for county Jocal option laws mid a 
stricter policing by the state of "the business in keeping with the 
changed attitude of the cities. Occasionally -i whole state agitated 
the issue of state-wide prohibition of the traffic. 


But the traffic as a whole was undisturbed, or at least unafraid 


of any serious and lasting consequences. The tiaffic satisfied itself 
by calling the whole movement a "wave,'' or a "fad." " A couple 
of years-more," the liquor people said, "and it will all be over Avith."

The secretary in> 
mediately ordered the release of Mrs. 
Van Metre's husband, a Confederate 
soldier, who with one of her brothers 
had been imprisoned at Fort De'a- 
vare. 


Mr. Van Metre went with his wife 


and Lieutenant Bedell to the latter's 
home in Westfield, where they re- 
mained until the lieutenant had re- 
covered fully from his wounds and 
Mr. Van Metex from the sufferings 
caused by his long* imprisonment. 


"As Mr. and Mrs. Van Metre are 


still living at their old home in Berry- 
viile, the former hale and hearty at 
the age of eighty-three, it seems most 
fitting," says the resolution, "that the 
staet of Vermont should take some 
action in recognition of the unselfish 
r.evotion of this young Virginia girl of 
fifty years ago to one of the" Green 
Mountain boys."

GERMAN'S FINANCES. 


Londori Banker Claim* Kaiser Can 


Keep Up War Year or More. 


London, Jan. 31.—Sir Edward Hop- 


kinson-Holdan, chairman of the Lon- 
don City and Midland bank, limited, 
in a review of Germany's war finances 
at a meeting of tbe bank, expressed 
tbe opinion that there would be no 
cessation of the war within twelve 
months owing to the gold position of 
Gormaiiy. 
The war, he said, might 


Ir.st even longer, but it might come 
to a'close for other reasons. 


Sir Edward estimated that Ger- 


many had already made financial pro- 
visions-until June, when-the Relchs 
Lank 'he thought -would doubtle'ss 
again be called to provide fusidu. The 
auestion 'was how often could this op< 
eration be repeated. - The war was 
costing Germany 120,000,000 a day. 
Sir Edward expressed the hope that 
II the question ot exporting gold 
should come up, English bankers 
would be of as much assistance to 
their country as American bankers 
had been to theirs and would place 
tlieir gold at the disposal of the Bank 
of England. He continued: 


"Germany's 
exports 
undoubtedly 


will fall off to a much greater extent 
than her imports, and the adverse 
balance will have to be paid in gold. 
Superhuman efforts are being made 
to increase the gold reserve in the 
Relchs bank, which now amounts to 
$530,000,000. 


"Plans for the financial mobilisa- 


tion of Germany were worked out 
long before the war. 
When hostili- 


ties began war banka were created in 
all 
the important towns and war 


tank notes were issued for the pur- 
pose of withdrawing gold from circu- 
lation. 
There was one defect, how- 


ever—the Relchs bank note which re- 
placed the gold became inconvertible 
Into gold and the note thereupon fell 
to a discount" 


Sir Edward said he expected the 


first weak spot would show itself in 
Austro-tiungary and that the war will 
begin to break down there. Even if 
.lustria-Hungary pledged its proper- 
ties and securities as Germany lias 
done and found enough gold to par 
the balance ol imports, it is difficult 
tc believe that the country would be 
able to continue the war for any great 
length of time unless Germany helped 
Rer 
financially.
